Sir Robert’ Falconer, 
President, University of Toronto,

My dear Sir Robert, 


I regret exceedingly that your letter 
of January 4th has remained unanswered. It did not reach 
me in time to answer it before leaving the ship. As a 
matter of fact, there were no American stamps aboa@d and 
although we were waiting around for a couple of days we were 
not allowed to put letters off. 


With regard to Professor Fairclough, it 


is just possible that we can have work for him at a little 
later date, but for the present there is not sufficient work 
in Latin to warrant us in bringing anyone over. I have not 
yet got far enough forward with our plans to know just what 
the ultimate demand will be, but will keep the matter before 
me until I can reach a conclusion. 


I have been able to draft a constitution 
covering our work here and have submitted it for approval to 
the military authorities, but have not been able to get any 
action takén uo to date. There has been a reconstruction of 
the Canadian Army going on and I imagine small matters like 
education will receive attention as soon as things get 
settled into the new groove. I am not sure whether Sir 
Edward Kemp himself is sympathetic. I had a nice letter 
from Sir Robert Borden in which he said some kind things 
about the project as proposed in the article of mine in the 
University magazine which he read. I believe approval was 
given to the project at Ottawa, but no Order in Council for 
formal authorization was passed. I believe, however, that 
@ communication was sent to Sir George Perley with respect to 
it, but I have not been personally communicated with from 
Ottawa, Sir Edward said that a communication had been 
received through a colleague of his and I thought perhaps he 
did not like the way the matter was sent through. However,

we are going ahead just as if the whole machine were a 
Gévernment machine and as if we had a11 the money Canada 
could produce in a year behind it. London University 
College, Gower Street, has opened its doors to us for our 
London work and we have started the classes and have already 
registered about 400 of whom about 10% will be of the 
College grade, 40% agriculture, 50% business and the 


balance, general engineering. That is merely @ rough 
classification. ‘The registration will increase enor~ 


mously here for the higher work just as soon as it is on 

& basis to make onlockers satisfied. The London University 
authorities have.been very very cordial and are helping us 
in every possible way. 


By~the-way, I was up to Cambridge on 
Saturday and met a syndicate of the University Senate and 
had with them a discussion with regard to the Ph. D. degree 
being given as a course degree in Cambridge. I am afraid 
their self-complacency was slightly disturbed by the breezy 
manner in which a wild Westerner presented the scheme for 
recognition of the work done in Canada, but I had the satis- 
faction of being informed by the Vice-Chancellor afterwards 
that the discussion which took place would mark a new era 
for such discussions in Cambridge and that I had said 
exactly the things that the Dons should hear and that he had 
no doubt thingwwould come to pass. The lack of co-ordination 
and cohesion and almost of good-will between the Universities 
over here at once strikes one as so peculiar and makes me 
feel what real progress we have made to date in our Canadian 
Conference, I sincerely hope the time is not far 
distant when our schemes for co-ordination and recognition 
in Canada will be made complete so that men may pass as freely 
from Alberta to Toronto and from Toronto to Cambridge as from 
one faculty to another within the individual unit. When 
that stage is reached University education can be fairly said 
to be on the map in Canada and out of the narrow grooves which 
our provincial point of view has held it in. 


Please excuse this sermon. I am up to 
my eyes in work and have just got settled in our new Head- 
quarters and expect to emblazon the Khaki University of 
Canada on our front door in a day or two. I will write 
you again when I get time to go into some details.
